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The impact of Docket 92-235 is totally non-positive and
counter productive to the providers of public service such as
Fire departments, Police and Ambulance providers across the
united States of America. As a user and operator of
emergency service radio and communication equipment for
nearly 20 years as well as an Amateur radio operator and
Military Affiliate Radio Station operator for approximately 5
years. 1 am aware of the requirements and needs for an
effective communication system to operate efficiently and
cost effectively so that our citizens across our county will
be provided with the proper dispatch coordination and
delivery of Fire, Law Enforcement and EMS services. The
financial impact alone of this docket will be totally
crippling to this fire district as well as many others in
this area. The lobbying by the major manufacturers and
commercial users of radios and radio frequencies does not
justify in any manner any of the proposals including
frequency limitations, power transmit wattage limitations,
antenna height and location restrictions. Our needs for the
present communications systems Qf Fire, Police, and EMS are
challenging enough with out mandates and decisions from a
bunch of federal bureaucrats bowing to pressure from
commercial industry so they can make millions of dollars from
sales of new radio systems. This almost sounds like the FCC
is involved in a big underhanded deal that the Attorney
General should look into! You as commission members
obviously do not care about yourself, your family members or
any other citizen users of 9-1-1 emergency services across
the United States of America by even considering this
proposal. I urge you to highly reconsider this proposal
before you make a final decision. The providers and
customers of emergency life safety services will be hurt by
you adopting this proposal. We will fight you tooth and
nail.
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
